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"Dude thai band sold out. They just signed five record deal with Sony. Their not 
punk anymore." Does this sound a little familiar? There has been a lot of this floating 
around the hardcore community lately with bands like Quicksand releasing "Slip" complete 
with MTV video, and Into Another wanting to do something similar. However, Have these 
bands really sold out? I don't think so. I reject the notion that a band has "sold out" if they 
would rather play to 1,000 people instead of a hundred. 

One thing that all of these "sell-outs" have in common is they are all, or aspire to 
be, professional musicians. Being a professional musician doesn't mean you play gigs 
three nights a week and then go back to your job at the car wash during the day. Being a 
professional means making your living doing it. Consider this, say a band gets paid $300 
to play your local venue. Split between five band members, that's $60 bucks a piece. Not 
bad for a couple hours work. Unfortunately, for a lot of bands $300 bucks is the high end 
of what they usually get paid. Furthermore, most bands don't play five nights a week. Let's 
say they play 3 times a week, that's $180 dollars a week. In all of this, you have to include 
all the time spent practicing, writing songs, setting up, etc... Maybe that job at the car wash 
isn't so bad after all. Can you blame anyone for wanting a little more out of their work than 
that? 

"Music is an art, and involves much more than money." This is very true. I would 
be shocked if any of these "sell-outs" said any different. When an artist creates something, 
she/he does so for many reasons. An artist converts emotion to media and displays it, 
whether it be paint, music, or whatever. As an artist, you want as many people to see or 
hear that creation as possible. You want to observe their reaction to gauge how effective 
you've been in tapping emotional responses from them. The more people the better. While 
independent record labels do an excellent job giving artists a chance to first bring their art 
to the public, the independent label just doesn't have the vast resources in distribution that 
the corporate label does. "But corporate labels require more money to operate and take 
bigger cuts of the money that comes from the album." This is also true. So the artist faces 
a big decision, better distribution vs. corporate money demands. So if the "sell-out" signs 
with the corporate label, it's rarely primarily for monetary reasons, but for artistic ones. 
Bands actually make smaller percentages of album sales than they would make from 
smaller labels. 

One thing I do have a problem with is bands that fall victim to their venues and 
prospective wealth. I'm talking about twenty-dollar door prices and fifleen-dollar and up 
tee shirt prices. Almost all of the larger music venues in this country are following the 
current trend of demanding a percentage of merchandise sales. The band usually makes the 
bulk of their money from merchandise, so they agree to the venue's terms. If the band 
doesn't like these terms they shouldn't play the venue. If they play the show for the money, 
well then that's selling-out Putting the money in front of your fans and the integrity of you r 
band as a whole. 

I just think we need to be a whole lot more selective of calling a band a sell-out, or 
at least try to look past the surface of the situation.

Organ cultures; Groups of cells from a single organ are grown in a feeding medium. The normal structure is retai 
and since the cells have a functional relationship to each wto. reaction arid effecu of a subsunce upon ,. comple 
organ can be tested with results similar to that of an intact body. ... _i. 

Either of these cultures can be used in biochemistry, cancer research, genetics, immunology, microbiology, pharm 
ogy. physiology, radiation reaearch, toxicology, virus rcaeart^ arrf m tl* producac* of vacoriea. 

3 Bacteria Cultures and Protozoan studies: Many species of bacteria react in the same way to toxins, mutago 
and imiarus as humans do. Protozoa have similar chemistry to humans and therefore can U useful inmitnuonal 
research These organisms reproduce rapidly and are easily monitored through several generations. Tncy are e* 
standardized, controlled, stored, and maintained at a very low cost. Because animal tests take much ome. only • 
fraction of new products ready for market each year can rx acfequately tested on animals.

THE EXPERIMENTS 



Primates are used in a wide range 
of wasteful and cruel research 
projects.

In visual 
deprivation studies, monkeys' eyes 
may be stiched shut or completely 
removed. In toxicity tests, they 
are forced to comsume poisonous 
chemicals. Monkeys continue to

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Three of the animals have died as a 
result of trapping or in transit to the 
primate holding compound. 

Only five monkeys remain by the time 
they reach the primate exporter * 
some die en route, others at their 
premises.
